The following list is issued as a preliminary to a revised list 
of Siamese Butterflies which it is hoped to publish in the next issue 
of the Supplement. The collection was made by Mr. M. B. Tennant 
in the north of Siam in the years 1921-23, and Mrs, Harris, of 
Chiengmai, has very kindly placed it at my disposal. Some skippers 
sent to Col. Evans in India are not included in the list, 

Mr, Tennent was stationed in Chiengmai, but his work took 
him as far south as the rapids at Ban Na and as far north as Muang 
Fang, 

Species marked with an asterisk are new records for Siam 
and short notes on these (and a few other species) are given in foot¬ 
notes bearing numbers corresponding with those in the list 

The number of species recorded is 229; the total number for 
the whole of Siam at present standing at 665.
